6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  increase  the  salaries  of 
the  Ballot  Clerks  ($5.00)  Five  Dollars  i)er  annum,  and  if  so  make 
a]:)propriation  for  the  same.

available  to  the  Town,  by  the  state  for  this  road. 

10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  ($1,000.00)  One  Thousand  Dollars,  to  replace  guard 
rails  at  Brooks  and  Bridges  on  the  Town  Highways.

22.  To  see  of  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Town 
Treasurer,  with  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen,  to  hire  such  sums 
of  money  as  the  Town  will  need  in  anticipation  of  taxes.

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REPORT  OF  THE  TRUSTEES  OF  THE 
KIMBALL  PUBLIC  LIBRARY 


The  Trustees  of  the  Kimball  Public  Library  met  shortly  after 
the  Town  Meeting  to  make  their  plans  for  the  year  1960.  The 
Town  voted  them  the  sum  of  seven  hundred  and  fifty  dollars,  — 
six  hundred  for  the  purchase  of  books  and  supplies  and  one  hun- 
dred and  fifty  for  general  maintenance. 

In  April  the  annual  Conference  of  State  Trustees  and  Librari- 
ans was  held  in  Laconia.  These  meetings  have  been  very  helpful, 
inasmuch  as  the  morning  hours  are  devoted  to  lectures  by  out- 
standing speakers  on  a  wide  range  of  library  subjects.  In  the  after- 
noon the  participants  are  divided  into  groups,  each  of  which  rep- 
resents a  town  with  approximately  the  same  population.  At  these 
meetings  an  excellent  opportunity  is  afiforded  for  round-table  dis- 
cussions on  similar  problems. 

District  meetings  were  held  during  the  year  in  Windham,  in 
Chester,  and  late  in  the  fall  in  Derry.  At  the  Derry  meeting  the 
State  Library  at  Concord  sent  many  books  and  provided  a  speaker 
who  suggested  those  volumes  which  would  prove  valuable  to  our 
shelves. 

The  Trustees  attended  a  meeting  sponsored  by  the  Atkinson 
Women's  Club  at  which  speakers  from  several  "Friends  of  the 
Library"  groups  explained  the  organization  and  its  benefits.  These 
have  proved  a  valuable  asset  in  an  ever  increasing  number  of  New 
Hami)shire  towns. 

A\'hen  the  Barnum  family  changed  their  residence  from  At- 
kinson to  Salisbury,  New  Hampshire,  the  Library,  as  well  as  the 
town,  lost  a  most  valued  member.  Marjorie  Barnum  had  been  an 
indefatigable  and  consecrated  worker,  a  Trustee  of  the  Library  for 
twelve  vears,  and  a  loval  friend  to  us  all. 
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In  December  the  tree  which  stands  outside  the  Library  and 
which  the  Atkinson  Garden  Club  planted  in  memory  of  Mrs.  L. 
Joseph  Eno  was  decorated  and  illuminated  for  the  Christmas  sea- 
son. The  Garden  Club  gave  this  as  their  permanent  contribution 
both  to  the  town  and  to  the  Library.  A  group  of  young  people 
generously  helped  the  members  of  the  Club  in  this  project  and  the 
Trustees  wash  to  express  their  appreciation  to  both  groups. 

As  always  the  call  for  books  is  insistent  and  the  necessity  for 
reference  material  acute.  This  latter  is  not  only  the  most  expensive 
to  acquire,  but  also  the  most  important  to  our  young  people  in 
their  school  work.  It  is  true  we  can  call  upon  the  Bookmobile  for 
help  and  we  are  grateful  for  the  saving  in  dollars  and  cents  which 
accrues  from  this  source,  but.  valuable  as  that  service  is,  our  own 
book  shelves  need  an  adequate  supply.  The  Trustees  have  tried 
to  keep  the  books  as  diversified  as  possible  in  order  to  satisfy  the 
taste  of  the  ever  growing  population  of  Atkinson.  In  our  book 
buying  we  have  tried  to  allot  to  the  younger  and  the  youngest 
readers  their  proportionate  share  of  the  money  expended.  The 
cost  of  books  has  increased  greatly  over  the  years  and  their  wear- 
ability  (from  handling)  decreased.  Certain  standard  volumes 
need  replacement  as  well  as  new  material  purchased. 

Early  in  the  summer  the  Jwvenile  Grange  gave  to  the  Library 
a  sum  of  money  to  be  spent  for  a  book,  or  books.  These  were 
purchased  and  in  recognition  of  their  generosity  a  book  plate  was 
placed  in  front  of  the  volumes. 

The  Librarian  and  Trustees  are  always  grateful  for  any  sug- 
gestions towards  the  improvement  of  our  Library  and  its  services 
and  will  try  to  make  use  of  them  whenever  possible. 

As  in  past  years,  the  Trustees  wish  to  express  their  sincere 
appreciation  to  the  Library  stafif  for  their  assistance  and  coopera- 
tion in  maintaining  such  an  excellent  standard  of  service. 

In  closing  this  report,  may  we  quote  from  the  inscription  out- 
side the  Children's  Reading  Room  in  a  Massachusetts  town: 

"Books  are  keys  to  wisdom's  treasure; 
Books  are  gates  to  lands  of  pleasure ; 
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Books  are  paths  that  upward  lead ; 

Books  are  friends.     Come,  let  us  read."

LIBRARIAN'S  REPORT 


In  the  history  of  our  Hbrary,  never  has  the  circulation  l>een 
greater  than  this  year,  totahng  6.762  books. 

We  are  very  happy  to  have  so  many  new  residents  coming 
to  use  our  Hbrary  faciHties. 

We  always  aim  to  please.  As  I  have  stated  many  times,  if 
the  materials  are  not  available  in  our  own  library,  I  am  very  happy 
to  get  them  from  other  sources,  such  as  the  State  Library  or  neigh- 
boring libraries. 

The  bookmobile  continues  to  come  about  every  eight  weeks 
and  leaves  a  very  good  supply  of  supplementary  reading,  approx- 
imately 1 ,750  books  were  left  this  year. 

For  several  years  our  reference  materials  have  been  limited 
but  due  to  a  substantial  increase  in  our  last  year's  appropriation, 
we  were  able  to  buy  a  number  of  good  reference  books. 

However,  we  still  need  to  improve  this  area.  There  are 
seventy-one  high  school  pupils  in  town  and  it  is  essential  to  have 
many  books  of  various  subjects  on  hand.  These  people  do  draw 
heavil)'^  on  the  Haverhill  Library  but  feel  our  town  should  pro- 
vide as  much  as  possible  for  them. 

The  State  Library  is  always  ready  to  serve  us,  but  in  order 
to  receive  the  best  service  the  librarian  must  know  of  the  need  a 
few  days  in  advance. 

Mrs.  Russell  Walker  has  been  assisting  me  every  Thursday 
afternoon,  making  it  possible  for  the  bus  children  to  get  to  the 
library.  The  circulation  among  the  children  has  been  wonderful. 
We  hope  with  the  continued  encouragement  of  their  teachers  and 
good  reading  materials  furnished  by  us,  this  next  year  will  be  as 
gratifying  as  the  la.st. 
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Again,  we  extend  our  thanks  to  the  many  donors  of  books 
and  magazines  given  us  during  the  year.  The  town  has  saved 
many  dollars  by  their  generosity. 

The  library  hours  remain  the  same  as  usual.  Tues.  P.M.  7-9; 
.Sat..  2-5;  Thurs..  1  :30-3  :00  for  bus  children. 

Please  visit  your  library  whenever  you  find  it  possible.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 


In  the  past  year  we  were  very  fortunate  in  being  able  to  keep 
our  grass  and  brush  fires  at  a  minimum.  This  of  course  was  the 
result  of  extreme  caution  taken  by  the  people  of  Atkinson  when 
burning  out  of  doors  and  the  burning  program  carried  on  by  your 
department. 

There  have  been  changes  in  personnel  which  occur  on  any 
volunteer  department  and  the  Board  of  Engineers  have  filled  these 
vacancies  to  retain  our  manpower,  strength  and  efficiency. 

One  of  our  major  problems  has  been  lack  of  sufficient  hose 
and  this  item  is  also  the  costliest  in  our  budget.  However,  450  ft. 
of  2H  inch  and  150  ft.  of  1>^  inch  hose  was  purchased  last  year 
along  with  supplies  which  are  a  necessity. 

The  addition  on  the  rear  of  the  station  for  toilet  facilities  was 
started  last  year  and  is  nearly  completed.  This  was  accomplished 
by  the  firemen  under  the  direction  of  Ca]:)t.  Kilburn. 

The  upstairs  meeting  hall  has  been  completely  re-decorated  — 
pastel  green  on  the  walls  and  ivory  on  the  ceihng. 

The  Women's  Auxiliary  raised  funds  to  purchase  and  do- 
nate a  resuscitator  to  the  department  which  was  very  ably  demon- 
strated by  our  own  Dr.  Herbert  O.  Home  and  Capt.  David  Lang- 
ton  of  the  Haverhill  Fire  Department.  This  is  another  vitally 
important  piece  of  life  saving  equipment  which  enables  us  to  give 
the  people  of  our  community  the  very  best  of  which  they  deserve. 

This  year  we  are  asking  for  $300.00  to  improve  present  water 
holes  and  install  one  and  possibly  two  dry  hydrants.  If  funds 
allow  we  would  like  to  build  additional  water  holes  to  afford  better 
protection. 

We  are  also  asking  for  $275.00  to  purchase  a  portable  pump 
to  be  used  in  spots  inaccessible  to  our  fire  truck  pumps  but  which 
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can  give  us  water  when  we  need  it  for  either  house  or  woods  fires. 

1  would  Hke  to  take  this  opportunity  to  pubhcly  thank  Rita 
Moody,  Martha  MacDonald,  Grace  Hurteau  and  Mrs.  Frank 
Bailey  who  comprise  our  red  netwook  telephone  operators  for  the 
eflficient  manner  in  which  they  handle  all  calls  for  the  department. 
These  women  handle  one  of  the  most  important  phases  of  the 
Fire  Department  Set-up  for  protection  of  life  and  property  and 
their  only  reward  is  satisfaction  for  a  job  well  done. 

Again,  many  thanks  to  the  men  of  the  department  for  their 
devotion  to  duty  and  you  the  townspeople  for  your  faith  in  an 
organization  destined  to  give  you  the  best  possible  protection  which 
you  so  rightly  deserve.

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REPORT  OF  POLICE  DEPARTMENT 


During  the  year  19b0  live  new  members  were  added  to  our 
department.  With  the  population  on  the  inerease,  the  department 
feh  we  should  have  a  place  to  meet.  The  old  Central  School  build- 
ing owned  by  the  town,  the  i>olice  and  selectmen  merged  together 
and  are  constructing  three  rooms  in  the  small  building.  They  in- 
clude a  waiting  room,  selectmen's  office,  and  a  large  room  for  the 
()olice  department.  Records  and  processing  equipment,  along  with 
filing  and  a  desk  donated  to  us  will  be  in  this  office.  Both  depart- 
ments feel  this  will  give  the  citizens  of  the  town  a  place  to  air  their 
complaints. 

Work  on  this  building  is  being  dune  by  members  of  the 
police  department  and  board  of  selectmen. 

A  large  number  of  complaints  were  answered  in  the  year 
1960.  October  29th,  30th  and  31st,  four  or  five  cars  with  two 
men  in  each  car  were  used  to  keep  vandalism  at  a  minimum. 

Fourteen  traffic  cases  were  processed  in  Plaistow  Municipal 
Court.  Cases  of  breaking  and  entering  and  larceny  seem  to  head 
the  list  for  trouble  in  our  department. 

Road  blocks  were  set  up  at  night  at  various  times,  and  patrol 
duty  late  into  the  morning  hours  kept  things  more  under  control. 

A  complete  set  of  badges  were  bought  for  members  of  the 
department,  replacing  our  old  type  badges. 

With  the  increase  of  men  in  my  department  and  a  new  office  it 
is  my  hope  to  serve  the  citizens  of  Atkinson  better  in  the  future.

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Grange  Hall  in  said 
district  on  the  ninth  day  tif  March,  1961,  at  5:30  o'clock  in 
the   afternoon,  to  act  upon  the  following  subjects : 

1.  To  choose  all  necessary  school  district  officers  for  the 
ensuing  year. 

2.  To  hear  the  reports  of  Agents,  Auditors  and  Committees 
or  officers  chosen,  and  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

3.  To  choose  Agents,  Auditors  and  Committees  in  relation 
to  any  sul:)ject  eml)raced  in  this  Warrant. 

4.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  district  will  raise  and 
appropriate  for  the  support  of  schools,  for  the  salaries  of  school 
district  officials  and  agents,  and  for  the  payment  of  statutory  obli- 
gations of  the  district,  and  to  authorize  the  application  against 
said  appropriation  of  such  sums  as  are  estimated  to  be  received 
from  the  state  foundation  aid  together  with  other  income ; 
the  school  board  to  certify  to  the  selectmen  the  balance  between 
the  estimated  revenue  and  the  appropriation,  which  balance  is  to 
be  raised  by  taxes  by  the  town. 

5.  To  see  if  the  district  will  authorize  the  school  board  to 
make  application  for  and  to  receive,  in  the  name  of  the  district, 
such  advances,  grants-in-aid  or  other  funds  for  educational  pur- 
poses as  may  now  or  hereafter  be  forthcoming  from  Federal,  State, 
local  or  jjrivate  agencies.

8.  To  see  if  the  district  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  sixteen  hundred  and  seventy-seven  dollars  ($1,677.00) 
to  provide  an  additional  classroom  for  the  1961-62  school  year. 

9.  To  see  if  the  district  will  authorize  the  school  board  to 
])urchase  a  certain  tract  of  land.  5^/2  acres  more  or  less,  abutting 
the  north  boundary  of  Atkinson  Academy  property,  consisting  of 
lots  4,  5,  6,  7,  8,  9  and  10,  and  including  the  right-of-way  within 
said  tract,  all  owned  by  the  Pentucket  Building  Corporation,  and  to 
see  what  sum  of  money  the  district  will  raise  and  appropriate  to 
purchase  the  same. 

10.  To  see  if  the  district  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
nine  hundred  and  sixty-five  dollars  ($965.00)  to  provide  an  eight 
foot  chain  link  fence  for  the  front  of  the  Rockwell  School  proper- 
ty, and  have  the  present  four  foot  fence  transferred  to  the  rear 
of  the  property. 

11.  To  see  if  the  district  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
two  thousand  two  hundred  dollars  ($2,200.00)  to  deepen  the  well 
at  the  Academy. 

12.  To  see  if  the  district  will  vote  to  raise  and  ai)pro])riate 
three  hundred  dollars  ($300.00)  to  do  necessary  grading  and 
surfacing  at  the  Academy  and  Rockwell  Schools,  to  include  the 
front  driveway  and  the  driveway  to  the  kitchen  door  at  the  Acad- 
emy, as  well  as  an  area  to  the  rear  of  the  Rockwell  School. 

13.  BY  PETITION:  To  see  what  sum  the  di.strict  will 
raise  and  appropriate  to  provide  transportation  to  Haverhill  by 
operation  of  a  school  bus  and  provide  the  cost  of  transportation 
to  students  attending  other  high  schools,  equal  to  the  average 
cost  of  transporting  students  to  Haverhill,  such  amount  to  Ix;  re- 
duced by  an  amount  equal  to  any  subsidy  to  transportation  ftirn- 
ished  by  the  school  attended. 

14.  BY  PETITION:  If  the  school  district  refuses  to  ap-

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REPORT    OF  THE   SUPERINTENDENT   OF   SCHOOLS 


To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Atkinson: 

I  am  i)resenting  herewith  my  Fifth  Annual  Report  as  Su- 
perintendent of  Schools  in  Atkinson.  A  report  from  the  princi- 
pal will  discuss  more  in  detail  the  activities  of  the  schools.  Statis- 
tical reports  are  listed  separately. 

PERSONNEL 

Two  new  teachers  were  added  to  the  Atkinson  Academy  stafif 
in  September.  They  were  Louis  Dispenza  of  Haverhill,  Massa- 
chusetts, a  graduate  of  Lowell  Teachers  College,  who  teaches 
tirades  5  and  6.  and  Miss  Mary  Kane  of  Lawrence,  Massachusetts, 
a  graduate  of  Merrimack  College,  who  teaches  in  grades  7  and  8. 

All  teachers  have  continued  memhershiji  in  local,  state  and 
national  professional  organizations  and  I  am  extremely  proud  of 
the  fact  that  Union  No.  55  has  one  himdred  per  cent  membership 
in  these  organizations. 

/\s  we  rej^jlace  and  add  more  teachers  each  year  it  is  important 
that  we  constantly  review  our  salary  schedule  so  that  we  can 
compete  favorably  with  neighboring  communities,  both  in  regard 
to  minimum  and  maximum  salaries.  Teaching  candidates  prefer 
certain  geogra])hical  areas  and  it  is  more  important  that  we  are 
able  to  compete  with  our  neighbors  if  we  want  better  teachers 
than  be  concerned  with  State  or  National  averages,  irrespective  of 
whether  our  salaries  are  above  or  below  these  averages.  I  believe 
that  in  most  all  instances  the  calibre  of  teachers  we  hire  depends 
upon  the  salary  we  are  able  to  offer,  and  most  important,  the  suc- 
cess of  the  pupils  depends  upon  the  worth  of  the  teachers. 

FUTURE  HOUSING 

It  has  been  very  apparent  in  recent  years  that  the  population 
of  Atkinson  has  increased  percentage-wise  at  a  high  rate  of  growth. 
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This  growth  has  affected  the  school  population  so  that  it  has  been 
necessary  to  add  two  classrooms  every  three  years.  The  Academy 
was  reopened,  renovated  and  four  very  satisfactory  rooms  are  in 
use. 

Projected  enrollments  show  the  need  for  more  classrooms. 
The  school  census  increased  this  year  by  67  pupils.  The  school 
enrollment  increased  this  year  by  30  pupils.  We  may  have  as 
many  as  240  pupils  in  the  elementary  grades  next  year. 

Due  to  this  need  for  more  classrooms  the  Atkinson  School 
Study  Needs  Committee  was  organized,  and  this  group,  made  up 
of  representative  and  prominent  Atkinson  citizens  have  been  meet- 
ing regularly.  It  is  the  unanimous  feeling  of  the  group  that  more 
classrooms  are  necessary.  Economy  wise  it  would  seem  better  to 
add  to  the  Atkinson  Academy.  Mr.  Paul  Farnum,  Deputy  Comis- 
.sioner  of  Education  for  New  Hampshire  met  with  the  committee 
and  made  some  recommendations. 

It  is  the  feeling  of  the  group  that  money  be  appropriated  at  the 
School  District  Meeting-  in  March  1961  for  jnirchase  of  land  and 
perhaps  some  money  be  appropriated  as  a  retainer  fee  for  an  archi- 
tect so  that  plans  will  be  ready  in  March  1962  and  construction 
could  then  start  immediately  and  com]:)letely  by  September  1962. 

Within  the  year  the  committee  plans  to  visit  areas  where  new 
additions  to  schools  have  been  made,  and  perhaps  gain  ideas  as  to 
what  recommendations  they  might  make  to  the  architect. 

Even  though  new  housing  will  not  be  available  until  Septem- 
ber 1962,  I  would  recommend  that  we  utilize  some  buildings  in 
the  town  for  an  additional  room  for  September  1961.  If  we  can 
do  this  we  will  have  eight  single  grades  and  avoid  larger  double 
grades.  It  has  been  found  that  whenever  we  have  single  grades 
our  pupils  make  greater  achievement  scores  from  year  to  year, 
and  that  primarily  is  our  main  objective.  We  have  found  that 
departmentalization  in  the  seventh  and  eighth  grades,  when  a  teach- 
er can  concentrate  on  two  or  three  subjects  is  much  more  success- 
ful. If  we  have  double  grades  next  year  we  will  not  be  able  to 
continue  departmentalization  in  this  area.  I  recommend  therefore 
a  temporary  room  for  one  year.  It  so  happens  that  our  lowest 
grade  enrollment  for  next  year  will  be  grade  four  and  this  is  the 
logical  grade  to  occupy  this  extra  room  which  will  make  the  prob- 
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lem  more  simple.  Naturally  there  may  be  some  disadvantages, 
but  the  overall  good  for  all  grades  should  be  our  main  considera- 
tion. 

Even  though  the  Haverhill  Board  of  Education  through  the 
Superintendent  of  Schools  has  given  us  some  assurance  that  our 
boys  and  girls  will  always  be  welcome  to  attend  Haverhill  Schools, 
their  own  enrollment  problems  may  force  them  to  refuse  to  accept 
outside  students.  If  this  happens  we  do  have  Sanborn  Seminary, 
but  their  plant  may  be  too  small  to  accejit  all  the  pupils  who  may 
wish  to  go  there. 

These  possibilities  make  it  imperative  that  we  not  lose  sight 
of  the  possible  need  for  a  regional  high  school  that  could  include 
grade  7  through  twelve.  As  the  tuition  costs  increase  it  would  be- 
hoove us  to  study  all  phases  of  a  regional  school.  The  tuition  cost 
next  year  for  Sanborn  Seminary  will  be  $450.00.  The  State  of 
New  Hampshire  gives  a  higher  percent  of  building  aid  to  regional 
school  districts  in  order  to  encourage  such  schools. 

Your  School  Board  has  continued  to  maintain  and  improve  the 
physical  condition  of  the  buildings  and  grounds.  A  regular  paint- 
ing program  each  year  improves  the  appearance  of  the  buildings 
and  protects  your  investment.  We  can  be  proud  of  the  work  that 
the  custodian  is  doing  to  keep  a  clean  "look." 

TRANSPORTATION 

The  Atkinson  School  District  purchased  a  new  bus  for  this 
year  and  it  has  been  a  wise  investment.  More  school  districts  are 
purchasing  their  own  buses  because  the  net  result  is  a  saving  to 
the  town.  Having  a  person  in  town  able  to  service  the  bus  and 
being  able  to  hire  two  capable  drivers  solves  our  two  major  trans- 
portation problems. 

We  continue  to  have  some  problems  with  our  high  school 
transportation.  The  double  sessions  at  Haverhill  High  School 
doesn't  make  our  problem  any  easier.  It  is  my  hope  that  one  way 
or  another  bus  transportation  can  continue  to  be  furnished  to  our 
secondary  students.  If  this  transportation  is  stopped  we  have  the 
hazards  of  getting  to  school  anyway  possible,  and  I  feel  that  we 
may  have  more  "drop-outs"  which  is  serious,  for  now-a-days  each 
boy  and  girl  needs  a  high  school  education  as  a  minimum  to  achieve 
a  satisfactory  standard  of  living. 
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CURRICULUM 

In  my  report  last  year  i  recommended  that  a  class  in  Special 
Education  be  provided  and  the  voters  in  Atkinson  supported  this 
recommendation  in  the  last  school  district  meeting.  The  class  was 
established  in  September  of  1960,  and  a  re])ort  is  ])resented  im- 
mediately following  my  comments.  There  is  more  and  more  in- 
terest being  shown  in  helping  these  pupils.  The  White  House 
Conference  Re])ort  for  New  Hampshire  1960,  the  State  Depart- 
ment of  Education  through  Commissioner  Charles  F.  Ritch,  Jr., 
and  various  agencies  throughout  the  state  are  advocating  special 
classes  and  the  General  Court  may  enact  some  legislation  pertain- 
ing to  these  classes  and  may  give  some  financial  aid.  It  is  com- 
plimentary to  you  that  you  have  seen  this  need  and  have  taken 
ste]xs  to  create  the  class,  one  of  the  very  few  small  districts  to  do  so. 

The  National  Defense  Education  Act  makes  it  possible  to 
imiirove  the  curriculum  in  several  areas,  notably  science,  math 
and  modern  languages.  The  Federal  Government  will  pay  one- 
half  of  the  cost  of  any  equipment  for  approved  projects  for  use 
in  these  areas.  We  should  again  avail  ourselves  of  this  o])i>ortun- 
ity  to  provide  better  class  instruction. 

Television  has  come  of  age  in  the  classroom  as  a  supplement 
to  the  regular  teaching  program.  Channel  11  at  the  University  of 
New  Hampshire  is  broadcasting  fine  programs  es])ecially  in  sci- 
ence. Both  our  schools  are  fortunate  in  having  sets  to  take  ad- 
vantage of  these  offerings. 

This  year  we  have  adopted  dei)artmentalized  teaching  in  the 
seventh  and  eighth  grades.  The  teachers  in  these  grades  have  taken 
the  full  responsibility  of  teaching  the  same  subject  in  both  grades. 
I  believe  the  teacher  should  be  able  to  teach  more  thoroughly  con- 
tent subjects  if  she  can  concentrate  on  a  few  subjects.  This  me- 
thod makes  it  possible  for  a  pupil  to  get  adjusted  to  more  than 
one  teacher  as  he  makes  his  transition  from  one  teacher  in  the 
sixth  grade  to  several  in  high  school. 

I  would  like  to  call  attention  to  the  science  fair  that  was  held 
for  the  second  year.  I  believe  this  is  a  strong  stimulus  for  increas- 
ed learning  in  the  field  of  science.  It  is  noteworthy  to  mention 
that  each  pupil  who  participates  not  only  learns  how  to  construct 
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a  project,  but  he  knows  and  can  explain  the  working  principle  in- 
volved. 

1  would  like  to  mention  at  this  time  the  1960  New  Hampshire 
White  House  Conference  Summary  Report  on  Youth  Priorities 
1960-70  as  it  affects  education  which  1  believe  is  quite  pertinent, 
and  our  hope  for  the  future  lies  in  the  acceptance  of  this  philoso- 
phy. I  cpiote :  "Education  is  the  main  basis  for  the  broad  politi- 
cal jmrticipation  and  individual  mobility  essential  for  a  free  society. 
To  fulfill  these  needs,  we  must  provide  varied  education  opportun- 
ities to  challenge  each  individual  to  realize  his  full  abilities.  It 
should  be  recognized  that  all  institutions  and  programs  designed 
to  meet  individual  needs  can,  and  should  maintain  high  standards. 
To  do  this,  local,  state  and  Federal  governments,  as  well  as  indi- 
viduals, businesses  and  non-profit  bodies  must  greatly  increase 
their  su]:)]",ort  for  education  on  all  levels.  Further,  the  teacher  must 
be  more  adequately  honored  as  an  individual  and  recompensed  as 
ri  skilled  ])rofessional." 

APPRECIATIONS 

To  conclude,  I  wish  to  ex'press  my  appreciation  to  the  School 
Board,  Principal,  teachers  and  juq^ls  for  their  help  during  the 
year. 

May  I  also  thank  all  civic  organizations,  parents  and  friends 
of  the  children  for  their  generous  support  and  keen  interest  in 
the  activities  of  the  .\tkinson  schools.

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REPORT  OF  SPECIAL  EDUCATION  CLASS 

The  School  Districts  of  Hampstead,  Atkinson.  Plaistovv  and 
Newton  raised  funds  in  their  respective  budgets  this  year  to  ]:)ro- 
vide  a  part-time  class  in  Sj^ecial  Education.  By  combining  these 
resources  it  was  possible  to  establish  a  full-time  class  for  a  group 
of  children  who  would  have  either  been  excluded  from  school  at- 
tendance or  i)Iaced  in  a  regular  classroom  where  they  would  have 
been  at  a  great  disadvantage  themselves,  or  created  disadvantages 
for  the  regular  students. 

The  Hami)stead  School  District  provided  a  classroom  in  the 
High  School,  and  the  other  three  districts  have  contributed  rent 
and  a  share  of  the  operational  costs.  The  classroom  was  equipped 
with  student  furniture,  tables,  filing  cabinet,  and  various  teacher 
tools,  and  each  town  contributed  to  the  supplies  and  testing  ma- 
terials. 

At  present  there  are  eleven  pupils  in  the  class  ranging  in  age 
from  nine  to  sixteen.  There  are  3  pupils  from  Atkinson,  3  from 
Hampstead.  2  from  Newton  and  3  from  Plaistow  —  with  previous 
school  attendance  varying  from  less  than  a  year  to  seven  years. 
There  are  several  other  students  eligilile  for  attendance  in  the 
various  towns,  but  transjwrtation  of  these  students  to  Hampstead 
presents  a  problem.  At  present  the  students  ride  on  the  regular 
school  bus  in  their  respective  communities,  and  then  are  trans- 
ported by  station  wagon  to  Hampstead.  As  more  transportation 
facilities  are  available  additional  children  will  be  admitted  to  the 
class.  Pupils  of  varying  degrees  of  ability  are  l)eing  taught  at 
their  own  level,  regardless  of  chronological  age. 

Mrs.  Ruth  \\'el)ster.  the  teacher,  reports  on  class  activities  as 
follows:  "In  Reading  jnipils  are  divided  into  three  grou]DS  work- 
ing at  first  and  second  grade  level.  Reading  is  one  of  the  most  ser- 
ious problems  because  of  speech  defects  and  various  reading 
problems.  We  work  on  reading  skills,  sight  vocabulary,  word  an- 
alysis, phonetic  analysis  and  word  drill,  reading  for  meaning  and 
smoothness  in  oral  reading. 
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Aritlimctic,  so  important  in  our  daily  living,  is  taught  in 
three  groups  as  well.  All  groups  have  worked  together  on  oral 
[)roblems,  telling  time  and  the  concept  of  size,  measurement  and 
numl)ers.  Group  I  has  had  carrying  in  addition  and  borrowing  in 
subtraction,  multiplication  up  to  8's  and  counting  in  I's,  5's  and  lO's 
They  are  working  in  a  3rd  grade  workbook  and  occasionally  in  a 
4th  grade  ])ook.  Group  II  had  simple  addition  and  subtraction, 
with  multiplication  up  to  4's.  They  have  had  board  work,  but  are 
now  using  a  3rd  grade  book  and  workbook.  Group  III  is  learning 
numbers,  how  to  write  numbers  and  their  meaning,  and  are  add- 
ing and  subtracting  one  and  two  ]ilace  numbers.  They  have  stud- 
ied the  calendar  and  time. 

In  LaiHjiuujc  most  of  the  work  is  oral.  We  are  emphasizing 
the  use  of  complete  sentences,  correct  verbs,  correct  speaking  and 
manners  in  listening.  Pui)ils  enjoy  "Show  and  Tell"  periods  when 
they  speak  m  front  of  the  class.  Our  Spelling  has  consisted  of 
words  from  the  Dolch  Basic  sight  vocabulary  and  has  been  studied 
in  conjunction  with  our  Hanchvritiiig,  when  we  write  one  letter  a 
day  in  capitals  and  small  letters  and  the  basic  sight  words  begin- 
ning with  that  letter.  Social  Studies  has  been  about  the  Family 
and  its  Members,  duties  and  habits.  We  also  study  the  community 
and  a  field  trip  to  the  firehouse  during  Fire  Prevention  Week  pro- 
vided first-hand  information  about  the  equipment  used  by  firemen. 
In  Science  the  students  have  learned  about  trees  of  New  England, 
the  five  senses,  etc.,  and  personal  hygiene  and  cleanliness  have  been 
emphasized. 

Music  is  enjoyed  under  the  direction  of  the  Music  Supervisor. 
Handn'ork  helps  in  job  and  community  preparation  and  develops 
coordination  and  motor  skills,  so  time  is  spent  almost  every  day  in 
handwork.  Art  work  is  correlated  to  the  reading  stories  with 
seasonal  pictures  and  bulletin  board  displays.  For  Christmas  the 
pupils  made  felt  bookmarks,  bell  lapel  pins,  change  purses,  foam 
tree  decorations,  wall  plaques  and  tree  decorations  from  can  covers 
with  old  Christmas  cards  and  glitter.  Girls  are  learning  to  knit 
and  boys  to  make  models  of  plastic  and  wood.  A  firehouse  model 
was  made  by  two  boys,  as  well  as  weathervanes. 

Pupils  have  come  to  realize  that  the  Special  Class  is  not  a 
"])lay"  school,  but  a  serious  undertaking  to  help  prepare  them  for 
a  place  in  the  world,     ^reaching  a  Special  Education  Class  is  a 
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challenge,  but  it  is  certainly  a  very  rewarding"  experience  when  one 
sees  eyes  light  up  with  understanding  and  when  progress  slowly 
hut  surely  is  being  made." 

The  present  budget  includes  funds  for  the  continuation  of 
this  class.  The  cost  in  the  1961-62  year  will  he  considerably  less 
as  all  necessary  equi]iment  has  already  been  purchased.  Hamp- 
stead  will  continue  to  house  the  class.  There  has  been  legislation 
introduced  to  the  present  legislative  session  to  provide  State  Aid 
to  programs  of  this  nature  and  the  class  now  in  operation  should 
be  eligible  for  this  support.  By  combining  resources  with  other 
towns  having  similar  needs,  we  are  able  to  provide  a  class  of  this 
nature  that  would  otherwise  be  financiallv  i)rohibitive. 
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REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL 

To  the  School  Board  and  to  Mr.  Wendell  Davis,  Superintendent 
of  Schools : 

1  herewith  j^resent  my  ninth  annual  report  as  Principal  of  the 
Atkinson  Schools.  Reviewing  a  year  of  school  work  gives  us  an 
opi)ortunity  to  recognize  areas  which  may  need  to  be  given  more 
attention,  as  well  as  to  rejiort  to  you,  with  some  satisfaction,  on 
the  varied  activities  which  are  carried  out  during  the  school  year. 

Probaljly  the  most  important  advance  in  the  Atkinson  schools 
was  the  renovation  and  opening  of  the  fourth  room  at  the  Academy. 
This  made  it  possible  to  have  four  rooms  with  single  grades.  Sin- 
gle grades  and  reasonably  low  class  size  are  two  extremely  impor- 
tant factors  in  helping  each  child  to  acquire  the  basic  skills  needed 
for  success  in  higher  levels  of  education,  and  to  develop  attitudes, 
api^reciations  and  ideals  which  will  make  him  a  worthwhile  mem- 
ber of  society.  Single  grades,  along  with  an  attractive  salary  sched- 
ule also  make  it  possible  to  acquire  and  to  hold  teachers  from 
whom  we  can  expect  to  have  instruction  of  high  quality. 

While  a  small  school,  such  as  ours,  is  somewhat  limited  in 
the  services  which  it  can  offer,  in  addition  to  the  regular  academic 
curriculum,  which  is  our  foremost  consideration,  we  attempt  to 
provide  a  variety  of  worthwhile  activities.  Most  of  these  con- 
tribute in  some  way  to  the  development  of  the  basic  skills  of  read- 
ing, writing  and  arithmetic,  or  supj^lement  the  content  areas  of 
social  studies  or  science. 

In  addition  to  the  regular  classroom  teachers  we  now  have 
supervisors  in  the  fields  of  health,  music  and  handwriting,  and 
several  Atkinson  children  attend  the  special  class  in  Hampstead. 
Mrs.  Gwendolyn  Banks  continues  to  direct  the  health  program 
which  includes  hearing  and  vision  tests,  checks  of  heights  and 
weights  and  physical  examinations  in  grades  one,  three,  five  and 
seven  by  Dr.  Herbert  Moore,  school  physician.  Mrs.  Banks  also 
arranges  for  health  films,  secures  materials  for  teacher  use  in  the 
classes  and  makes  frequent  home  visits. 
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We  were  most  unfortunate  to  lose  the  services  of  Miss  Ann 
Treadway,  music  supervisor  for  the  past  three  years.  She  has 
been  replaced  by  Evan  Williams,  who,  although  this  is  his  first 
year  in  our  system,  is  doing  a  good  job.  The  music  supervisor 
has  weekly  classes  in  each  room.  These  classes  consist  of  rote 
singing,  instruction  in  music  fundamentals  and  music  appreciation 
training.  In  addition  to  this,  the  music  supervisor  also  directs  the 
music  for  the  Christmas  and  graduation  ]M-ograms.  A  special 
music  i)r()gram  was  presented  by  the  seventh  and  eighth  grade 
pui)ils  at  a  Parent-Teacher  Association  meeting  last  Spring. 

The  Rinehart  writing  system  was  introduced  into  our  schools 
last  SeiDtember.  Noticeable  effects  of  this  on  the  daily  work  of  the 
children  can  already  be  seen.  The  supervisor  makes  monthly  visits 
to  each  class,  at  which  time  he  gives  instruction  on  the  lessons 
to  be  practiced  for  the  month  and  grades  sample  papers  of  daily 
work  and  test  papers  in  handwriting. 

Participation  in  the  hot  lunch  program,  again  directed  by  Mrs. 
Frances  Beelev,  assisted  by  Mrs.  Bessie  Bezanson,  has  been  run- 
ning considerably  higher  this  year  than  before.  It  is  generally 
agreed  that  ours  is  an  excellent  school  lunch  program,  both  in  the 
quality  of  the  meals  and  in  the  manner  in  which  it  is  operated. 

We  continue  to  use  television  as  a  supplement  to  our  regular 
program.  Television  courses  are  particularly  beneficial  in  science, 
for  which  there  are  now  available  programs  at  several  grade  le-^els. 
The  fourth  grade  study  of  New  Hampshire  is  also  greatly  helped 
by  a  series  of  New  Hampshire  history. 

Children  at  the  Academy  now  have  the  opportunity  to  go  to 
the  town  library  to  select  books.  We  feel  that  this  is  extremely 
valuable  as  children  who  are  learning  to  read  need  to  strengthen 
these  skills  by  as  much  reading  as  possible.  Reading  for  enjoyment 
is  also  a  habit  which  is  formed  at  an  early  age. 

Some  of  the  activities  which  have  become  an  accejited  part  of 
our  program  should  be  mentioned  here.  Savings  stamps  are  sold 
weekly.  Each  class  took  an  educational  field  trip  last  year.  Places 
visited  included  visits  to  Concord,  New  Hampshire,  Salem,  Massa- 
chusetts and  Benson's  Animal  Farm.  A  baseball  team,  coached 
by  Austin  Wason,  played  a  schedule  of  games  with  a  number  of 
schools  in  the  area.     A  special  Memorial  Day  program  was  held 
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at  the  Academy.  Pre-school  registration  day  was  held  last  year 
for  children  who  were  to  enter  the  first  grade  in  September.  We 
were  very  proud  of  Ruth  Pentico,  our  school  spelling  champion, 
who  went  on  to  win  the  Rockingham  County  contest  and  finish 
second  in  the  New  Hampshire  State  Spelling  Bees.  Many  parents 
visited  our  schools  on  Parents'  Day,  held  during  American  Edu- 
cation Week. 

The  second  annual  science  fair  was  held  in  April  at  the 
Grange  Hall.  There  was  a  distinct  im]:)rovement  in  exhibits  over 
the  previous  year  both  in  quantity  and  quality  of  displays.  Prizes 
were  won  by  Evelyn  Carroll.  Nancy  Hotchkiss  and  Ruth  Pentico. 

In  June,  eighteen  eighth  grade  pu]Mls  held  their  graduation  ex- 
ercises at  the  church.  Their  theme  was  "Immigration"  which 
was  presented  by  essays  and  appropriate  music.  The  Good  Citi- 
zenship Medal,  given  by  the  Sons  of  the  American  Revolution,  was 
awarded  to  Austin  deBesche.  Austin  also  won  the  A. A. A.  Safety 
Patrol  Medal.  In  the  Plaistow  American  Legion  essay  compe- 
tion  for  Atkinson  and  surrounding  towns.  Ruth  Pentico  was  the 
winner,  with  Evelyn  Carroll  receiving  honorable  mention. 

The  I'arent-'iVacher  Association  continues  to  serve  as  an  im- 
portant link  between  the  school  and  the  home.  One  feature  of  last 
year's  programs,  which  may  have  given  i)arents  a  fuller  under- 
'^tanding  of  the  school's  philosophy  and  the  methods  used  in  carry- 
in""*it  out,  was  a  series  of  talks  by  the  teachers  who  described  their 
daily  schedules.  Parent-Teacher  Association  projects  for  last 
year  included  jnirchase  of  sup])lementary  reading  books  for  the 
lr)wer  grades  and  a  portable  science  laboratory  for  the  upper  grades. 

To  conclude,  may  I  once  again  express  my  appreciation  to  all 
those  associated  with  the  Atkinson  Schools  for  their  contributions 
to  the  successful  operation  of  the  schools  and  for  the  many  kind- 
nesses which  have  been  shown  toward  me  personallv.

SCHOOL  ENROLLMENT

The  following  repairs,  improvements  and  replacements  plan- 
ned in  last  year's  budget  have  been  made : 

1 .  Painting  of  the  kitchen  at  the  Academy. 

2.  Painting  of  the  front  room,  east,  at  the  Rockwell  School. 

3.  Installation  of  a  larger  puni])  and  water  storage  tank  at  the 
Academy. 

4.  Renovating  and  equipping  of  the  fourth  and  remaining 
room  at  the  Academy.  (Our  school  plant  now  consists  of  seven 
classrooms.) 

Money  is  budgeted  this  year  for  the  following: 

1.  Repair  the  foundation  at  the  Academy  around  window 
wells. 

2.  Straighten  the  side  entrance  wings  at  the  Academy  and 
repair  the  foundations  under  them. 

3.  Re-floor  the  downstairs  hall  and  the  downstairs  west  room 
at  the  Academy. 

4.  Paint  the  front  room,  west,  at  the  Rockwell  School.

5.  Paint  and  repair  plaster  in  the  upstairs  and  downstairs  halls 
at  the  Academy. 

6.  Install  additional  leaching-  field  for  sewerage  system  at  the 
Rockwell  School. 

Proposed  in  the  Schcjol  District  Warrant  for  Special  consider- 
ation by  the  School  District,  are  the  following : 

1.  Install  an  eight-foot  high  chain  link  fence  along  Academy 
y\ venue,  in  place  of  the  present  four-foot  fence  at  the  Rockwell 
School.  Install  the  four-foot  fence  along  the  bank  and  stone  wall 
at  the  rear  of  the  Rockwell  School  playground.  These  changes  and 
additions  are  being  jiroposed  in  the  interest  of  i)layground  and  high- 
way safety. 

2.  Deepen  the  j^resent  well  at  the  Academy  by  drilling.  In 
last  year's  re])ort.  we  mentioned  the  ])otential  water  i)roblem  at 
the  Academy.  This  past  fall,  the  well  was  dry  for  a  week.  School 
was  maintained  only  by  carrying  drinking  water,  filling  the  well 
with  hydrant  water  for  toilets,  and  then  having  to  retest  the  water, 
l)efore  it  could  be  used  for  drinking  again. 

3.  Gravel  and  oil  surface  the  driveways  at  the  rear  of  the 
Rockwell  and  Academy  Schools,  and  resurface  the  front  driveway 
at  the  Academy.  This  article  has  been  proposed  in  order  to  im- 
prove the  appearance  of  the  school  and  to  eliminate  the  track- 
ing of  dirt,  and  the  resulting  increased  maintenance. 

OPERATING  BUDGET 

Your  Board  is  pleased  to  report,  that  as  of  this  writing,  it 
appears  that  we  should  close  the  books  at  the  end  of  June  with  a 
healthy  surplus  of  $3,000.  This  is  due  primarily  to  lower  high 
school  tuition  than  planned  for  a  year  ago.  We  budgeted  in  Jan- 
uary 1960  for  79  students.  At  present  there  are  only  71  attend- 
ing Haverhill  High,  Haverhill  Trade,  Pentucket  Regional  High 
and  Sanborn  Seminary.  This  is  actually  a  decrease  of  two  stu- 
dents under  the  number  attending  high  school  a  year  ago. 

Other  co.sts,  however,  keep  edging  up ;  some  slightly,  and 
some  sharply.     Comments  on  some  of  the  budget  items  follow : 

Item  No.  6.  Teachers'  salaries  have  been  adjusted  upward, 
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with  an  additional  teacher  beins^-  budgeted   for  a  planned    eighth 
classroom. 

Item  No.  9.  The  Board  has  l)udgeted  for  some  part-time 
clerical  help,  in  order  to  free  the  Principal  from  some  of  the  grow- 
ing amount  of  paj^ier  work. 

Item  No.  7.  The  jiinch  of  an  increasing  enrollment  is  really 
felt  here.  Several  series  of  books  such  as  our  eighth  grade  science 
series,  are  inadequate,  both  as  to  the  iuiml)er  of  books  and  as  to 
the  age  of  the  books. 

Item  No.  11.  The  Board  budgeted  for  7  additional  hours  per 
week  of  custodial  service.  The  hours  paid  for  now  equal  28. 
The  hours  being  worked  now  average  35  per  week. 

Item  No.  16.  Increasing  enrollment  has  necessitated  adding 
more  .school  bus  mileage. 

Item  No.  17.  Fewer  high  school  students  are  resulting  in  a 
lower  budgeted  amount. 

Item  No.  23.  Increased  enrollment  will  require  more  class- 
room furniture. 

Your  Board  welcomes  and  asks  for  your  interest  in  the  fiscal 
and  educational  policies  of  our  Schools.  The  Board  meets  on  the 
third  Tuesday  of  each  month.

Fire  Prevention  Is  Your  Business 

As  the  Town  of  Atkinson  grows  in  population  and  homes, 
protection  of  our  pasture  lands  and  woodlands  becomes  even  more 
important.  Two  aspects  of  this  increased  importance  are  preser- 
vation of  the  natural  beauty  of  the  Town  and  conservation  of  our 
watershed. 

YOU,  regardless  of  your  business  or  profession  can  play  an 
important  part  in  a  continuing  and  vital  prevention  program  — 
first,  by  setting  a  good  example  yourself,  by  being  sensible  and 
complying  with  the  necessary  laws  and  regulations  governing 
the  use  of  fire  in  and  near  woodlands,  and  second,  by  encouraging 
others  to  do  likewise. 

The  f olIo\ving  simple  rules  serve  as  a  good  guide : 

1.  Before  burning,  secure  a  permit  from  the  forest  fire  war- 
den. Unless  the  ground  is  covered  with  snow,  the  law  re- 
quires it. 

2.  Be  sure  to  properly  supervise  your  burning.  Don't  leave 
it. 

3.  Make  sure  your  fire  is  DEAD  OUT  before  leaving  it. 

4.  Don't  throw  matches,  cigars,  or  cigarettes  from  moving 
vehicles.    Use  your  ash  tray. 

5.  Don't  burn  at  home.  Make  use  of  your  town  dump  and 
save  yourself  much  possible  difficulty,  both  personal  and 
financial,
